CAPSTAN NAVY CUT CICARETTES 


“SMART” MEN W ORE MUFES 
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A THREAT TO COMMUNAL PEACE 


COMMUNAL dispute of long standing Proll scs to 

come toa head at next Sunday's meeting of the Deputies. 

Indeed, unless it is. wisely handled it might well 
prove big with mischief to. Anglo-Jewish interests, It is 
necessary in these circumstances, therefore, that we ‘keep 
level heads and cool feelings, neither exaggerating nor under- 
rating the importance of the matter at issue. What is the 
trouble all about? It concerns, in the main, the constitution 
of what is known. as the Joint Foreiga Committee. This body 
was set up years ago in order to pool the efforts of the Deputies 
nnd the Anglo-Jewish Association in the realm of foreign 


affairs—that is to say, in respect of questions affecting the - 


well-being of our coreligionists abroad. The object in view 
was toavoida pernicious overlapping of authority. But the Com- 
mittee has not worked too well partly because it was too large 
sud cumbersome, and partly because membership of it was very 
nearly a farce, all real responsibility having of necessity 
gravitated inte the hands of its two presidents representing 
respectively the Deputies and the Anglo-Jewish Association. 
But in particular it has. long been the target of criticism on 
the ground that it yoked in double harness the representatives 
of Zan elected body—the Deputies—with those of a private, 
non-elected, semi-philanthropic body such as the Association 
unquestionably is. It was, therefore, resented as a challenge 
to the democratic government of the Community, and it is 
around this criticism that the whole of the present difliculty 
really gathers. 

Some time ago, the Deputies appointed a special Com- 
mittee to inquire into the constitution and functions of the 
Joint Foreign Committee, It presented recommendat ions, the 
effect of which was to reduce the membership of the committee 
from 19 to 9 (or 12), and the Association's owa delegation from 
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Sto2. At the same time the old arrangement, under which 
the presidents of the two bodies were joint chairmen of the Joint 
Foreign Committee, was to be abrogated in favour of appointment 
to these posts by the Committee itself. In the discussion which 
took place on thesé proposals the Board, asa whole, clearly 
approved the recommendations in principle, although criticism of 
details was not wanting. But the President of the Association 
took a determined stand against them, and it was accordingly 
resolved to enter into negotiations on the subject with the 
Anglo-Jewish Association. : As a result, new proposals have 
been tabled, These accept the reduction of the number of the 
Association's delegation on the Committee. But they 
resolutely preserve the dual chairmanship; and it is this 
provision Which is the source of the present contention, as Sir 
ROBERT WALEY COHEN made pretty clear at the recent meeting 
of the Association. 

It may be asked whether the. question now in issue really 
Warrants ail the pother that 18 being made...

for if Prop sed to retain at least. a the representation of 
the Association on the Joint Foreign Committee. That 
was in the nature of a compromise, and in the interests 
of peace we would now -sugges! that =6necessary if 
be carried a step further, and. that. the President — of 
the Association be appointed not Joint-Chairman — bul 
Vice-Chairman of the Joint Foreign Committee. That 
would meet Sir Ronerrv WALEY COHEN’S demand that the 
Association's President should hive the power to put the 
porn of view” of his: organisation in his capacity as it 3 repre- 
sentative. But it would also stamp unmistakably the superior 
authority of the elected body, while retaining the very valuable 
services of Mr. MONTEFIORE. Will the Anglo-Jewish Association 
settle on these terms’ We beg its leaders toremember that no- 
where elsein the world can there be foundtwo Secretaries of State 
for Foreign Aff irs. There was some approach to that 
idea when Mr. EDEN was made Minister in Charge of League of 
Nations Attairs. but the arrangement! Was soon dropped, More. 
over, although Mr. LASKI and Mr. MONTEFIORE: work so. well 
together as joint Presidents, there is no certainty that. the same 
idvilic harmony would reiga if two other gentlemen not so 
nearly in sympathy took their place; and what would happen 
then 

The alternative. proposal we have made would prove, in our 
view, far more practicable and revsonable. Lt will, we hope, 
commend itself also to the D pulies “45 an honourable way oul 
of a threatened inipasse. There are reports that, in the event 
of the rejection g&4the new proposals, leading members of the 
Roard’s Executive, including the President himself, will resign, 
and resuscitate the. Anglo-Jewish Association into a live and 
powerful rival to the Board in the domain of foreign affairs. 
We find it hard to believe that responsible communal leaders 
could even consider such a course. Most asstredly, the 
Deputies could not for a moment surrender to such threats, 
direct or indirect. It would mean that a number of leaders 
have only tocry we resign,” in order to get their way and 
override the considered judgments of the constitutional body. 
And that, in its turn, would mean the end of the principle of 
democratic government in our midst. The Deputies would 
be virtually in the pockets of their leaders, the era 
would return in which the President spoke of the Deputies 
as “my Board,” and the famous ‘revolution’ would be 
undone. But if the Board stands firm and the dissen- 
tients are so disloyal as to retreat to the Anglo-Jewish 
Association, then the seceders would do well to ask themselves 


-which would really carry more weight with the Authorities in 
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this democratic country—the Association, or British Jewry's 
chosen representatives ? 

We hope, therefore, that the rumours of threatened 
resignation are unfounded, and that the leaders of the Board, 
like the rank and file, will abide loyally by next Sunday’s 
decision on the reorganisation of the Joint Foreign Com- 
mittee, whatever that decision may be. Certainly, we shall not 
believe until we see it that the President of the Deputies will 
associate himself with any competitive body. To abandon the 
Board of which he is President and which has, despite 
criticism, stood by him, and to line himself up with a rival 
organisation, would be acts of desertion and betrayal which 
could not and would not be forgotten. We prefer to believe that 
now as in the past good sense and honour will have the last 
word with him as well as with his able colleagues, whose labours 
have justly earned the esteem and the respect of all their 
coreligionists. 


Notes of the Week 


Ir doubts had remained in any minds as to the vital strategic 

importance of Palestine to Britain and the 
PALESTINE'S Empire, they should vanish after reading 
IMt ORTANCE the special article on the subject which will be 
TO BRITAIN found on page 28 of this issue. The author, 

Admiral Sir Herbert Richmond, writes with high 
authority, and one can only hope that his words will be carefully 
weighed. It must be admitted, however, that the old isolationist 
argument that Palestine is not a British interest and that Britain 
should clear out of the country bas lost nearly all the appeal it 
once had. tecent history has been too good a teacher for those 
who toyed with this superficial policy, and Britain will think twice, 
and many times, before it cuts completely the Palestinian connection. 


Bur if strategy demands that Britain retain her foothold 
i in Palestine,-that policy, in its turn, raises a 
JEWS AND number of important issues. The most searching 
BRITISH-ARAB and far-reaching of them is, whether British 
‘FRIENDSHIP _ strategic interests would be better served by 
sacrificing the Jewish element than by fostering 
and strengthening it. Admiral Richmond, referring to the value of 
Haifa Harbour, the outlet into the Mediterranean of the Navy's 
oil supplies from Iraq, makes the point that this fuel must be 
safeguarded on its way to the Palestine port. If the peoples in 
whose territory it arises and through whose lands it has to pass 
are hostile, the supply will be exposed to certain interruption and 
possible stoppage. And therefore, it is argued, a solution of the 
Palestinian problem which shall satisfy the dwellers in the lands 
from the coast far into the interior is a matter of high strategical 
importance. This empbasises the paramount necessity for a 
strengthening of the bonds of friendship between the three parties 
concerned, Great Britain, the Jews, and the Arab States. A Jewish 
Palestine must inevitably be closely bound to Great Britwin;

On the other hand, 
a Palestine dominated by weak and unstable elements, wooed by 
concessions but always susceptible to hostile foreign propaganda, 
would constitute a permanent menace alike to Great Britain and ‘a 
the neighbouring Arab states. This is a point of diplomatic strategy 
which realists may, we hope, be trusted to bear well in mind.

A SYNAGOGUE ing them with religious facilities, has arisen in 
THAT WAS the neighbourhood of Dollis Hill, a North Western 
CLOSED suburb of London. There existed here, at one 

time, two synagogues, affiliated respectively to 
the United Synagogue and the Federation of Synagogues. 
Later the members of the Federation Synagogue joined the 
United and the latter body paid their debt to the 
Federation and closed their building. As a consequence, 
the district is now served by one synagogue only, and a number 
of residents in the neighbourhood who desire to attend it on the 
Sabbath and holydays find the distance so considerable that 
they are confronted by the alternatives either of riding to the 
Synagogue or not going atall. Some thirty or forty families have 
therefore got together with the intention of reopening the 
abandoned Synagogue, but their attempt to purchase the premises 
has been blocked by the United Synagogue’s stipulation that the 
building may not be used for the purpose of a Synagogue. The 
object of this ban is, no doubt, the reasonable one of preventing 
unnecessary competition. But, if the circumstances are as we 
have stated them, can it be said that an additional Synagogue 
would really be superfluous? According to our information, 
moreover, the Jewish residents are increasing in number, so that 
the danger of overlapping, even if it exists to-day, would be a 
diminishing one. The matter seems to call for some further 
consideration aud the exercise of generous discretion by the United 
Synagogue. 


THE more than four million voters who recently went to the 

polls in Holland to elect their Parliamentary

So the more Jews 
who take to the roads during the summer, the more Jewish hikers, 
that is to say, seen in the country lanes, the better should we all 
be pleased—so long as they don't all hike in the same districts!

and that would be good for our moral as Well asour physical health ! 


VA HES we do seek the presence of Dame Nature, it will, however, 

be necessary not to mar her beauty by smudging her face 
with heaps of litter. That is not the way to “honour our mother 
(Marth)! Ft is, in a sense, contrary to the Filth Commandment, 
and it is really a shocking and beastly offence against our fellows —- 
the offence of inconsiderateness. It is not an exclusively Jewish 
offence, of course, but that Is no reason why Jews should practise it. 
Nor, indeed, is it only on the countryside that we should beware of 
the sin of inconsiderateness. We should shun it like the plague when 
on a cruising holiday—a form of relaxation which, one is happy to 
hear, is, proportionately, more affected by Jews than by non-Jews, 
and which points to the reawakening among us of the wanderlust. 
I am told that complaints of Jewish misbehaviour on. cruising 
vessels have almost died away, That is good hearing! But at the 
Let me quote a few sentences written by my predecessor, 
* Mentor,’ on this point, some six or seven years ago. He was 
re‘erring to what he called Jewish unneighbourliness:

“They are,” he wrote, “exuberant in their manifestations of 
content and abandon, ‘They are expansive in asserting their ability 
to enjoy themsclves, Whether it be in monopo ising for httle Jaceb 
ani the rest of the children all the donkeys available for the whole 
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morning, Or in running a predominatingly conspicuous Rolls-Royce 
there and back, to and from nowhere, so that everyone in the place 
shall see and appreciate its magnificence, They attune their talk to 
their feelings and become animated loud-speakers, and ‘ movies '’— 
about the arms and the hands—into the bargain. . , . They fling 
their money about with reckless profusion, and they dress accord- 
ingly. ... And every luxury out of season, as the Kev. A. A, Green 
once wittily put it, is their standard.” 

Does all this still hold true? I hope not. These misdemeanours 
are offences against good taste, and they hurt—badly! And, after 
all, just a little thoughtfulness would rid us of them, Goon your 
holiday, good reader. Enjoy it. But carry away with you, in your 
heart and mind, just one simple little Jewish teaching—Derech 
Eretz! That, if you be a good Jew, would be quite enough!

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


The Conquering Spirit 


© But My servant Caleb, because he had another spirit with hin, 
and hath followed Me fully, him aeill I bring into the land whereinto 
he went; and his seed shall possess it.”—(Numbers, xiv, 24.) 

Caleb. like Joshua, was one of the heads of the tribes of Israel who 
were sent ‘to spy out the promised land, and to bring back a report 
as to the nature of the task of conquering it and taking possession o} 
it. Caleb, like Joshua, brought back an encouraging report, while all 
the other spies discouraged the people, and filled their minds with such: 
fear that they rebelled against God and refused to go forward. Tho 
difference between the two reports did not concern the condition o! 
the land and the things seen and heard there. For all the spies agreed 
that it was a land that flowed with milk and honey, and Caleb did not 
deny that the task of conquering it would be very difficult. The 
difference consisted in the degree of faith they had in themselves, anc! 
in the view they held of the fitness of the Israelites to challenge thie 
natives of Canaan. Caleb, like Joshua, was confident that the enter- 
prise would succeed if the people would undertake rt in the right 
spirit—with faith in God, with confidence in themselves, and wit); 
indomitable courage. In his view the Israelites were capable of dis- 
playing such a spirit. The. other spies thought only of the strength 
and stature of the enemy, who appeared to them as mants, and they 
looked upon themselves as grasshoppers. This is how they provoked 
the anger of tlie God of Israel and the condemnation of Moses. while 
(Caleb and Joshua were accorded Divine praise and were enabled tes 
see the realisation of the Divine promise. And it was because tho 
new generation, reared in freedom, was imbued with the spint which 
animated Caleb and Joshua that the land of the patriarchs was 
ultimately conquered and turned into the land of Israel. 

It is necessary to remember that the weakness displayed by tho 
men who refused to go forward beeause of their exaggerated notion o1 
the strength of the enemy, and of their underestimate of their own 
strength, has often been displayed in Israel's camp, and has frequent), 
checked Israel's progress. When this weakness happened to affect 
heads of tribes, or leaders of Communities, the result was alway: 
disastrous, A spirit of defeatism inevitably brings disaster. Just as 1! 
is necessary to estimate correctly an opponent's strength, and 
adequately to survey dangers and difficulties ahead, so it 1s necessary to 
avoid exaggeration ot an adversary 8 powers ami to beware of ‘the 
dangers ot self-dépreciation, Our people's task of defending if 
Poston and of obtaining recognition for its claums has otten been made 
difficult and even hopeless, by the attitude of the weslks Seman’ eaten: 
us, who are always ready to describe our adversaries as giants and 
ourselves as crasshoppers, 

Even to-day we have not quite freed ourselves of this permicious 
tendency, and the policy of seeking. safety in self-eflacement is still 
advocated in many quarters. Occasionally we do come across men 0! 
courage in our midst who valiantly undertake the task of defendin 
our people against calumny, and of vindieating the Jewish cause in an 
outspoken and fearless manner. But we still find frequently men in 


responsible positions in our Community who shrink from the task o1 


challenging our detractors, or of presenting the Jewish case in the 
lace ol unserupulous attacks, on the ground that we are unequal to the 
fight and that nothing tangible would be achieved by our efforts. 

There are those who believe, and do not hesitate to declare, that a 
union of all Jewish forces in the fight for Jewish mghts would go u 
long way to strengthen the Jewish position, to conumand the attention 
and gain the sympathy of the best elements of humanity, and to 
overthrow the enemies of justice, however strongly entrenched thes: 
may be, and however fiercely they may brandish their weapons. But 
there are others who oppose any such attempt. Their plea-is: “Leavy: 
well alone.” It is best to ignore attacks, they argue, for the enemy 
will soon grow tired of attacking, whether he is defeated or not, and 
il we cease to attract attention those outside will forget about us. That 
such a plea is not only humiliating but also futile has been abundant) 
proved in the course of our history, and has been fully demonstrated 
in recent times on the European Continent. By courageous selt- 
defence we can ut least preserve our honour and command the respect 
of the civilised world.» And there is no reason why we should not do al! 
we can to convince our fair-minded neighbours of the justness of our 
cause. We owe it to them as well as to ourselves. 

In one respect at least the attitude of the majority of the Jewish 
people of to-day resembles that of Caleb and Joshua, and can be said 
to be prompted by “another spirit.” There is to-day scarcely 
a country m the world in which Jews have not declared their inten- 
tion to reclaun the promised land and to rebuild therein the 
Jewish home, In this respect. we have ceased to be grasshoppers, 
and we do not mind being noticed. We do not hesitate to-day to 
state our case before the whole world, to plead with kings and princes, 
statesmen and politicians, legislators and spiritual leaders. Our pioneers 
in the restoration of Zion are not intimidated by violence and are 
not deterred by physical dangers. Whatever the risks or the sacrifices 
involved, they will go onward. 

The generation of Jews that is being reared to-day in Western 
lands in conditions of freedom and equality will in any case refuse to 
look upon their own people as grasshoppers, and there is reason to 
believe that many of them will conceive the ambition of gaining new 
victories for the cause of Israel and of true humanity. In spite of the 
many complaints that are heard to-day regarding the attitude of our 
young people towards Judaism and the Jewish people, it cannot be 
denied that there is a nucleus of Jewish youth even in this country 
that is imbued with the right spirit and is full of fervour and 
enthusiasm for the Jewish cause. It is earnestly to be hoped that this 
spirit will spread, and will rouse many others to a realisation of their 
duty and an appreciation of their opportunity. We are nearer to-day 
to the promised land than we have been for many centuries. If we 
determine to go onward we shall reach our Divinely-appointed destina- 
tion. The words spoken by Caleb will then come true in our own time : 
“We shall indeed go up and possess it; for we are well able to over- 
come it,*

COUNCIL MEETING 
Mr. Lionel de Rothschild Re-elected President 


Mr. Lionel de Rothschild, O.B.E., the President, presided on 
Wednesday evening in last week over a meeting of the Council of the 
United Synagogue at Woburn House. Mr. de Rothschild welcomed 
the new Council. 

Replying to criticisms which had been made in certain quarters of 
the recent combined Service at the Great Synagogue, when Ministers 
of the Orthodox and Reform Synagogues had jomed tin officiatma, Mr. do 
Rothscluld made a plea for more tolerance and unity within Jewry’s 
ranks. 

Votes of condolence were passed with a number of members who 
had been bereaved, including Mr. de Rothschild, the family of the late 
Rev. G. Prince, Mr. Eisen (on the death of his wife), and Dr. Tenenbaum 
(on the death of his mother). 

Mr. de Rothschild was re-elected President on the proposal of Sir 
Robert Waley Cohen, seconded by the Hon. Ewen E. 8S. Montagu. On the 
motion of Mr. de Rothschild, seconded by Mr. Montagu, Sir Robert 
Waley Cohen and Mr. Frank Samuel were re-elected Vice-Presidents. 
The following were also re-elected : 

The Hon. Ewen E. 8. Montagu and Dr. M. Epstein, Treasurers; Dr. N.S. 
Tucas aad Mr. Stephen B. Cohen, Overseers of the Poor; Meesrs. A. J. Jacobs 
and H. Gledhill, Treasurers of the Burial Society; Sir Robert: Waley Cohen, 
Measrs. Lionel L. Cohen, M. Duparec, Isaac Landau, Frank Samuel, Michael 
Schiff, and Gustave Tuck, Elders.

Ministe r and Secretary, at a salary of £500 a year, Reader, 
salary of 2450 a year, msing to a -maximum of £550 a year: 
Beadle (part-time) at a salary of £150 a year; Assistant Secretary 
(part-time), ata salary of £130. a year. In accordance with the 
recommendation of the Board of Management the name of the Rev. B. Joseph 
was put forward as sole candidate for the oflice-of Minister and Secretary, and. 
that of the Rev. C. Kowalsky as sole candidate for the office of Reader-—the 
respective salaries to date from the opening of the new Hackney Synagogue 
on Septentber 13th last; and the name of Mr. M, Aizen was put forward as 
sole candidate (the ave-limit beine waived) for the combined offices of 
Assistant Secretary and Beadle, the combined salary to rise to a maximum of 
£300 a year,

The Hon. Ewen Montagu moved the recommendation, which was also 
adopted, that the salary of the Rev. M. Lew, Minister and Secretary of the 
Stoke Newington Synagogue, be increased from £350 to £425 a year.

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Charge Under Public Order Act 
Crowd's Reactions to Statements About Jews 
Defendant Remanded 


John Penfold (Peter the Hermit) appeared on remand at Old 
Street Police Court last Friday morning before Mr. F. O. Langley, on a 
charge under the Public Order Act of using insulting words liable to 
provoke a breach of the peace at Finsbury Square. Mr. C. G. L. 
Du Cann prosecuted for the police. 

Penfold told the magistrate that he was defending himself, and 
his application that a friend of his should be allowed to take notes for 
him was granted. 

Mr. Du Cann, after quoting from Section V of the Act, said that 
under Section 7, Sub-Section 2, anyone summarily convicted of an 
offence af this kind was hable to unprisonment for a term not exceed- 
ing three months or to a tine not exceeding £50, or to both such 
uiprisonment and tine. 

On May 13th, said Mr. Du Cann, a public meeting was held in the 
epen air at Finsbury Square at which Penfold was the speaker. He 
was speaking from a platform with the following words printed upon 
it: “ Orgamse on a racial democratic basis’; “ Banish the Jews from 
Bnitain ’; “Abolish Poverty amidst Plenty ”; and he made a speech 
which was an attack upon the Jews. He was not brought before that 
Court, sadd Mr. Du Cann, for his political views, because an Englishman 
mught hold any political views Iie pleased. But he was there for 
using insulting and abusive words which were not permitted by law 
against anybody, whether they were Jew or Gentile. 

Penfold had abused a Rabbi and had given alleged instances of 
sharp practices by Jewish traders m such provocative language that he 
brought himself within the law. He also made nusleading' allegations 
regarding the Jewish dietary laws and went on to make a further 
allegation to the effect. that before marnage a Jew tmust take his bride 
to a Rabbi to be physically exarmned. Penfold’s actual words created 
such feeling among a section of the crowd that there was shouting of 
“Get han down”; “It.is wrong; Untrue!” and simular resentful 
exclamations. Police officers present realsed that a breach of the 
peace was lkely to be caused, and Inspector Duignan told him to get 
down, at onee and took him into custody. Some anti-Jewish booklets 
were found on him. ‘ 

Phe tirst witness was Inspector Duignan, who, replying to Mr. Du 
(ann, said he was present at a public meeting held at Finsbury Square 
on May 13th between 1.15 and 1.40 p.m. About 150 to 200 people 
were present. The speaker was the defendant. 

Witness said other officers were present with hun and he was 
standing belund Pentold, close to the platform. When 
defendant made the allegation about Jewish women and Marriage the 
Inspector said that the crowd became very -hostule, and there were 
shouts of “Come down “ That‘is wrong’; “ Pull lum down,” and 
there was a defimte move towards the platform. Jews were amongst 
the crowd. When searched at the police station, anti-Jewish leaflets 
(produced in court) were found on hun. 

Cross-cxanuned by Penfold, Inspector Duignan said that there 
would have been a breach of the peace, in his opimon, if he had not 
arrested detendant. 

Penfold: “ What particular section of the crowd do- you think 
would have attacked me?”—*“A very large proportion of the crowd 
moved towards your platform im a hostile manner when you made 
that last statement.” 


Detectives Evidence 


Detectave-se Hunt, exaniuned by Mr. Du Cann, said he was 
on duty at Finsbury Square at the 1eeting addressed by Penfold. There 
were roughly 150 to 200 people in the erowd, of whom, he thought, 
about 25 per cent. were Jews. Witness, who said he was in plain 
clothes, produced lus shorthand notes of the speech Wluch he had 
transenbed imto longhand. 

Mr. Du Cann: “ What was the effeet of this speech on the crowd?” 

“At various puissuLes Various members of the crowd began shouting 
hostule remarks at the speaker.” 

Some ot the remarks shoute i by members of the crowd at. the last 
part of the speech, said the witness, were “ You are a liar”; “ That is 
not true; “ Get down”; and “ You ought to be stopped from saying 
such things.” When detendant was arrested several people shouted :

Insulting Behaviour at Harlesden Meeting 
Six Arrests Follow Fascist Meeting 


Six nen appeared at Willesden Petty Sessions on Monday char 
under the Public Order Act with using insulting behaviour in co: 
nection with publ * meetings at Harlesden, on the 2ZIst of last mont, 
when Mosley spoke in that district. 

Ernest Galloway, of Bethnal Green, and John Findlay, of Edgwar 
were charged with usime insulting behaviour at Tavistock Koa 
Harlesden, at 8.35 p.m. 

Mr. W. {‘overdale Sharpe, prosecuting: lor the police, said 
political meeting was held at Tavistock Road, and there was a dr 
turbance in the centre of the crowd. Police officers on going to th: 
scene found Galloway and Findlay fighting. 

Police evidence was that there was a disturbance in the centr 
ofa crowd which was lhstening to Sir Oswald Mosley, The defendant 
were fighting, and after being separated contimued to fight. They wer 
then arrested. 

Findlay, examuned by his counsel, said he had no political ev! 
nections at all. He alleged that as a youth was asking questions six « 
seven men, of whom Galloway was one, were advancing towards ‘hin 
and that he (Findlay) pushed himself in front of him. 

Both defendants were bound over to be of good behaviour for tl» 
next twelve months in the sum of £10. 

Ernest Keller, of Dollis Hill, Leonard Hine, of Stonebridge Park, 
Harold Horne, of Witesden, and Francis MeGee, of Golders Green, wer 
charged on remand with using insulting behaviour at Wendover Road 
Harlesden, on May 2Ist whereby a breach of the peace might have 
been caused, and obstructing the police in the exeeution of their dut: 

Mr. Coverdale Sharpe appeared tor the police ; Mr. Geoffrey Wilson 
defended Hine, Horne, and MeGee, and Mr. Gerald C. L. Thompse::

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The Sunday Closing Act 


Stepney Councillors’ Recommendations 
MONDAY CLOSING UNPOPULAR 


Under the terms of the Sunday (Trading Restriction) Act, East 
End shopkeepers are allowed to keep open on Saturday, and on 


‘ Sunday until 2 p.m., if they close on one other day. Monday has been 


chosen as that day. This permissive clause, however, applies only to 
the City of London and to certain selected districts under the juris- 
diction of the London County Council. Feeling amongst shopkeepers 
has, however, been hardening against this practice, for it is felt that 
the Act has been turned, in effect, into a Monday Trading Restriction 
Act. 

At a meeting of the Stepney Borough Council, held on Wednesday 
of last week, the Markets Committee and the Finance and Parliament- 
ary Committee made certain recommendations, which have been sent 
to the London County Council, opposing the new scheme to fix Monday 
as the alternative closing day. 

As regards trading in the Petticoat Lane area—Middlesex Street, 
Wentworth Street, Old Castle Street, Goulston Street, Shepherd Street, 
Strype Street, Leyden Street, Cobb Street, New Goulston Street, New 
Wentworth Street, Hope Street, and Finch Street—wherever trading has 
always been carried on on Sunday, it is agreed that shops be allowed 
to remain open until 2p.m. The Committees, however, disagreed with the 
proposal to tix Monday as the closing day and unanimously recommended 
that the closing day should be Saturday, so as to ensure that street- 
trading would not be carned on for seven days in the week. They held 
the same view with regard to trading in Hessel Street and Burslem Street.

He contended that 
the vote should be by secret ballot, and urged the postponement of the 
election. A lively discussion followed. 

Disorder occurred in connection with the voting on an amendment 
that was moved that three other delegates be considered for recommenda- 
tion as representatives at the Board of Deputies. 

The counting by the President resulted in thirty-one voting for the 
amendment and thirty-seven against. A number of delegates demanded 
a division, which Councillor Davis refused. 

Ultimately the recommendations were carried. 

The meeting agreed to lend £500 each to the Commercial Road Great 
Synagogue and the Warsaw Lodge Synagogue. 

The PRestpent, in the course of a statement, referred to what he 
alleged was an attack which had been launched upon them by an 
officer of the United Synagogue. Two of their Synagogues, he alleged, 
had been taken away from them by the United Synagogue—one was 
Ilford and the other Gladstone Park and Neasden. They had received 
a letter from the Hon. Ewen Montagu asking the Federation to renew 
its contnbution to the Visitation and Welfare Committees, but wrote that 
they could not give money to a body which attacked them.

Absence of a Common Vision at Jewish Show 


Though art is international, the greatest works of art are always 
imbued with the feeling of the land in which they were created. The 
culture, the climate, the very smells from the kitchen, influence the 
artist subtly, but certainly. 

Now, confronted with the Ben Uri exhibition of works by Jewish 
artists at 43, Great Windmill Street, W., I am a little bewildered. 
Here is no unity, no one characteristic, no underlying Common vVieion. 
ach artist rs in a little world of his own, and the personal idiom is 
all that remiains. [ am not ecavilling at the quality of the work, only 
at the necessary confusion of spint. I cannot regard this as a Jewish 
croup because that has a meaning—especially for anyone who has been 
in Palestine--of real significance, which is utterly absent here. It 
is, however, an interesting exhibition.

MINISTERIAL SALARIES 


I read Mr. David Sharp's letter under the above heading with 
very great surprise that he should think that the Ministers of the 
United Synagogue are so badly paid that they are compelled ‘to take 
on side-line commissions. I venture to suggest that this type of 
Minister would do the same thing whatever his salary. I know a 
certain Minister who receives very fine remuneration but still seeks 
oiders regularly among his congregants for a certain firm and 
receives a commission. I have also anotber complaint. When a 
member of a Synagogue invites a certain type of Minister to a 
wedding and asks him to say Grace, the latter sometimes expects 
to receive a cheque; and should he assume that he is likely to be 
unlucky in this respect, he finds an excuse for not being able to 
accept the invitation. ‘This type of Minister makes the young men 
and women of to-day very disgusted,and is helping in the drift from 
Judaism which was recently commented on in your columns.,—Mr.

My own experiences are very similar to those of Mr. Sharp.- In 
three seaside towns near to London, 1! found Ministers acting as 
agents on commission for a London firm. None of these is getting 
less than £10 per week. 1 should feel very sorry for those Ministers 
if they were connected with tle United Synagogue who strictly 
forbid any such practice. In regard to salaries some United Syna- 
gogue Ministers get £19 per week. But others receive only £9 per 
week. Now the Minister getting the minimum very often bas to be 
Secretary (I can quote three cases) and very ofien he is a more 
brilliant scholar than the man getting £19, This is the tragedy of 
it.

The Danger of Premature Burial 
Frum Mr, JOSEPH PORTON

Tn view of the ancient custom that still prevails of burying ou: 
dead as soon after death as possible, the followmg two items of news, 
the first from Vienna, the second from Buenos Aures, taken from ihe 
general Press, will undoubtedly be of great interest to your readers : 

They were burying Maria Jogaric in a little cemetery in Hosnia alter 
she had fallen into a trance and apparently had died. They had laid her in he 
coffin when her father, bending over her, declared that her heart was still 
beating. Hestoratives were at once applied. Maria revived, and an how 
later she became the mother of a baby boy-——in perfect, health! (Reuter.) 

Mourners attending the burial of a young girl of Villa Atuel, a small 
town near Mendoza, Aryventina, rushed screaming fram the house when th: 
girl suddenly sat up in the still open coffin and cried: “Give me. water.’ 
The .gul had “died” three days before and a doctor had signed the death 
certificate. Bumal was arranged and the mourners were already at the house 
when the girl revived. When the girl suddenly raised herself in her coffin 
the mourners took flight, but one or two returned to the house after vainin; 
courage. They brought the girl a cap of water, which she drank, and the, 
rapidly crew less afranl when the girl began to talk normally and demande! 
to know why she had been wrapped in a shroud and placed in a coffin. 
The doctor who was called to examine her had no course open to him bu' 
to pronounce her alive and to destroy the death eertificate he had signed, 
genuinely believing her dead. The wvirl is now out of danger. (Exchange.)

Czernowitz Lodge Closed Down 


Hundreds of Jews Rendered Staatenlos 


FOLLOWING THE NAZI LEAD 


Following an order by the Ministry of the Interior, the 
( yernowitz police last week prohibited all the activities of the local 
Binai Brith Lodge. The headquarters of the Lodge in the Strada 
Janku Flondor were searched and sealed up. 

The Czernowitz Lodge administers and supports financially a 
number of Jewish welfare institutions, including the

‘Tuberculosis Society and the Jewish Society for the Protection of 
(‘bildren. 

it is further announced by the Cvernowity police wuthorities, 
according toa Jewish Teleqraplhi Agency report, that 1.000 persons 
in the province of Bukovina, of which Czernowitz is the capital, 
have been deprived of their Rumanian nationality. No fewer than 
gv of those concerned are said. to be Jews. fiey are plleged to 
have acquired "Rumanian nationality either illegaily or by fraud, 
in actual fact, they took out their naturalisation papers between 
and 1924 onthe basis of international treaties. The local police 
uthorities are stated to have acted on the instructions of the Way 
tinistry. 

According to a report in the Rumanian anti-Semitic Press. the 
new army of Staatenlose will be deported from the country within a 
short time. 


Jewish ‘National Fund Allegations 


Simultaneously. the anti-Semitic Press has launched an attac! 
ou the Rumanian Jewish National Fund organisat/on, which is 
ccused of collecting millions of lei every year which are trans 
ferred abroad without any control by the Rumania4 Government 
nud without paying any taxation to the State. 

The powerful nationalist UNiverscn. even charges the Jewish 
National Fund with spending its money on

and demands that the Government dissolve it. together with other 
lewish charitable institutions. 


The new anti-Jewish drive, against the Bnai B'rith particularly, 
closely resembles. that recently conducted in Germany, by a 
curious coincidence, the afficial Nazi VORLKISCHER BROBACHER has 
been conducting a furious attack on Rumanian Jewry as part of a 
series of “special investigations into the Jewish question in 
various countries, ‘The conclusion reached is that anti-Semitism in 
Kumania is older and more deep!y rooted than in any other country. 

fhe Rumanian regards the lew as an alien, and while he is ready 
for an understanding with other foreigners or individual represen. 
tatives of the minorities. he sees no possibility of any understanding 
with the Jews.” 


Cuzist attacks on Jews in public places in Bucharest are becoming 
more frequent, Anti-Jdewish hooligans stop passers-by and ask them to 
buy Swastika badges. ‘Those who refuse (mostly Jews) are severely 
beaten. One Jewish workman was so badly injured last week that he 
had to be taken to hospital. The authorities have so far taken no action 
to challenge Cuzist domiuation of the streets.

“Either Rome or Zion’ 
Press Ultimatum to Jews 


Jealousy of Great Britain's Influence 
FASCISTS SUCCUMBING TO NAZI VIRUS 


The ltalian campaign against Zionism is assuming even more 
alarming proportions. The TRineNa, one of the most influential 
italian papers, has now published an article on the Jewish position 
under the heading, “ Either Rome or Zion.” The Jews must either 
merge themselves with the Italian people or leave ltaly, it demands. 
Jews should observe their different religious rites only; Italians of 
whatever religion have only one fatherland: Italy. ~ [tis no secret,’ 
the TRIBUNA writes, “that Jewry in Europe has joined the enemies 
of the authoritarian regimes of Italy and Germany. These enemies 


include Soviet Russian Jewry, Hlum's France, and Zionist Great . 


Dritain.”’ 

In almost similar terms, the Jews of Italy are warned in an article 
inthe Popoto p'ITALIA, the principal Fascist journal, either to 
renounce Zionism, “conceived in the perfervid brain of the English 
Jew Balfour,” and planned by © international Judaism, or to give 
up their Italian citizenship and leave Italy. | 

“Are the Jews Jews of Italy. or merely Jews in Italy?” asks 
‘Signor Oreste Gregorio, the author o! the article. * In other words, 
are they merely guests in our country or an integral section of our 
population? This question is not asked because of any anti-Semitic 
sentiment; it has been provoked by the propagandist activities of 
the Jews themselves, The achievements of the Jews of Italy in 
many spheres of life, and particularly in politics and in the Fascist 
movement, cannot be denied. The Jews have undoubtedly made 


large contributions to national life; to mention only one instance,

‘Lhe article then digresses to reveal the cloven hoof of N vA 
influence which seems to have inspired this new attack. “A second 
problem of equal importance arises out of the repeated protests 
made by Italian Jews against German racial theories,’ it is declared. 
“Do not the Jews realise that their attitude in this matter 1s 
irreconcilable with Italian friendship with Germany, which 1s of far 
more vital importance to Italy than the Jewish question? Some- 
bow our Jews do not seem to realise that our regime.is a totalitarian 
one, and that the policy of the Duce does not permit any deviation 
or mental reservations. We cannot believe that the: Jews of Italy 
wish to impose on themselves even purely theoretical. and spiritual 
bonds with tiat world which is characterised by its anti-!ascis!

Brest Victim Dies in Hospital 
Jewish Senator Indicts Police 


Government Remains Silent 
NEW EXCESSES IN MANY TOWNS 


Baruch Silberman, a forty-seven-year-old Jewish watchmaker of 
Brest-Litovsk, who was gravely injured by stones thrown at his 
shop by hooligans during the recent pogrom, died in the Warsaw 
Jewish Hospital last week. He leaves a widow and two children. 
The condition of a second Brest victim, a Jewess named Gittel 
Gruenberg, who was also taken to Warsaw, is critical. 

One indirect victim was a four-month-old baby, Yedidiah 
Wlodawski. She was taken ill during the pogrom, but her parents 
were afraid to go out of doors to seek medical aid. After order had 
been restored, the doctors who were summoned found that she was 
already sinking. The baby was taken to the Warsaw Jewish 
Children’s Hospital, but died within twenty-four hours of her arrival. 

And so the toll of anti-Jewish hooliganism steadily mounts, 
while the Government maintains an enigmatic silence. In some 
cases, the local authorities even attempted to enforce sile’~> on 
the Jews by stifling Jewish protests. In Lwowa mass m ting df 
protest convened by Polish, Ukrainian, and Jewish workers uni) is 
was prohibited. In Lodz, twelve young Jews weresentenced to s. . eral 
days’ imprisonment last week for urging Jews to join in the protest 
strike. Elsenberg Jews were prevented from taking part in the 
strike. 

An attempt to break through the Government's reserve bas 
been wade by Senator Trockenbeim, who last week addre-sed an 
interpellation to the Premier in the Senate alleging that the Brest 
authorities, although besieged by Jewish appeals during the pogrom, 
remained indifferent and took no action whatsoever. 

A delegation of the Jewish Merchants’ Association has 
approached the Minister of Finance to postpone the payment of taxes 
by the victims of the pogrom for a period of six months and to 
afford otber assistance. The Vice-Minister of Finance has promised 
to give these requests favourable consideration. 

The Endek WARSZAWSKI DZIENNIX NARODOWY publishes a 
brazen appeal to Polish tradesmen to hasten to Brest to set up in 
business before the Jews have time to re-open their shops. 
At present, it declares, the Jews have not sufficient merchandise to 
re-open their shops, and it gives a list of the branches of the retail 
trade which suffered most during the pogrom. It urges that the 
relief money sent from all parts of the world for the ruined Jews be 
used to organise extensive Jewish emigration from Brest to other 
‘countries. 

Polish Socialists continue to take a vigorous line in denouncing 
anti-Jewish violence. <A joint meeting of the Polish Socialist Party, 
the German Socialist Party in Poland, and the Jewish Socialist 
Party (Bund) have decided to embark on common action to protest 
against the Brest pogrom and against the racial incitement. 

The Executive of the World Federation of Polish Jews, meeting 
in Brussels, has adopted a resolution pre‘esting against the inaction 
of the Brest authorities, and demanding that the Polish Government 
should punish those found guilty of taking part in the pogrom and 
should rehabilitate ruined Jewish businesses. A copy of the resolu- 
tion has been forwarded to the Polish Cabinet. 

The American Jewish Congress is summoning an emergency 
conference next week to plan a programme which would indicate to 
Poland that American Jews “ will not stand idly by and watch their 
fellow-Jews in Poland being destroyed.” 

At a great Jewish protest meeting held in Paris, the platform 
was taken by prominent non-Jewish and Jewish speakers, who 
addressed the gathering on behalf of the parties of the Popular 
Front, the League of Human Rights, the Catholic and the Protestant 
Churches, the World Jewish Congress, the Federation of Jewish 
Societies in France, and other bodies. 


More “Economic Pogroms ” 


Emboldened by the licence permitted them in Brest, Endek 
hooligans last week made an attempt to “liquidate” Jewish 
business in Ostrow-Mazowiecki, where they smashed and pillaged 
Jewish shops, leaving a trail of destruction behind them. In the 
Praga suburb of Warsaw, a petrol station belonging to a Jew was 
completely wrecked bya bomb. Jewish shops were attacked this 
week in Ger and Bransk. 

Endek excesses are also reported from Zdunska-Wolia, near 
Lodz The Lodz Jewish deputy, M. Minzberg, appealed to the 
Governor-General to restore order, and received promises that 
strong measures would be taken. In Nischisz, near Kowel, the 
district authorities, as a result of the timely warning received from 
local Jewish leaders, were able, with the belp of a large police force, 
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to avert a planned attack on the Jews.. Delegations of Jewis|; 
Communities in Janow, Wisoko-Mazowiecki, and Sokolow-Podlaskj 
have arrived in Warsaw to appeal to the Government to adopt 
measures against the activities of Endek pickets, who prevent non. 
Jews from entering Jewish shops. In Stry, anti-Semites bombarded 
many Jewish houses with stones, and several Jews were severely 
injured.

Nazis’ Crushing Defeat 
Electors Reject Race-Hatred Bait 
JEWS IN THE NEW PARLIAMENT 


[From our Correspondent—AMSTERDAM } 


The Nazi slogan “ Moscow or Mussert”’ bas been answered by a 
decisive “neither” by over 4,000,000 voters who went to the poll, 
last week to elect their Parliamentary representatives, and the Nazis 
and their German agents bave suffered a signal defeat. 

Unrestrained in their election campaign, the Nazi Party 
introduced elements of violence and hatred into their propaganda tv 
an extent previously unknown ino Holland, directing their venom 
mainly against the Jews. However, in comparison with their 
previous efforts, their tactics failed to elicit the anticipated response. 
and they polled nearly fifty per cent, less votes than at the provincia! 
elections two years ago and secured only four seats in Parliament.

Several of the anti-Jewish attacks would not have been out 
of place in the SturerRMER. The Nazi NATIONALE DAGBLAD, after 
ridiculing the Coronation ceremony in Great Britain, called upon the 
British people to rid itself of the “ Jewish virus which bad previously 
destroyed otber nations” and which was bringing the country to 
destruction. Mr. A. Hymans, a well-known Rotterdam lawyer, has 
petitioned the Public Prosecutor to institute criminal proceedings 
against the paper.

Goebbels Attacks Cardinal Mundelein 


Frenzied Tirade Against Catholics and Jews 
NAZI FLAG TORN DOWN IN SAN FRANCISCO 


Nazi anti-United States hysteria was last week carried a stage 
further when Dr. Goebbels’ oratorical guns were brought to bear on 
Cardinal Mundelein, Archbishop of Chicago, at a huge meeting in 
Berlin, In a frenzied reply to the Cardinal's denunciation of 
Germany's present rulers and their anti-Catholic campaign, 0a )bels 
accused Catholic priests of wholesale depravity, and accused Caurch 
leaders of condoning unspeakable crimes. 

As usual, the Jews were dragged in at the tail of the attack, so 
as to give the audience full value. “The world enemy, who seeks 
to undermine the entire world by his activity, stands in Moscow in 
the shape of the Jew,’ Goebbels ranted. “It is our heartfelt desire 
to enjoy friendship with Eugland and to come to an arrangement 
with France. It is not our fault if foreign sheets controlled by 
Jewish wirepullers try to sabotage these efforts.” The speech was 
broadcast throughout Germany. : 

The Vatican has been notified by the Nazi Government that 
unless the Pope repudiates the speech and reprimands the Cardinal, 
diplomatic relations will b> severed, The ScHwarze Korps, in

Cardinal Mundelein’s secretary this week announced that the 
Cardinal would not “ dignify the speech of Propaganda Minister 
Joseph Goebbels by any comment or reply.” 

An unidentified band of men last week ripped the Nazi swastika 
flag from elaborate decorations for the opening of the Golden Gate 
Bridge at San Francisco. This action followed a demand by dock 
jabourers to the Mayor that the flags should be removed or labour 
organisations would withdraw from the opening ceremonies. 

Alexander Kindermann, the German caretaker of the Shaarei Tefilah 
Gynagogae, New York, who was recently arrested for setting the Syna- 
cogue on fire, has been sentenced to a minimum sentence of three-and-a 
palf years’ imprisonment.

Police Ban on Palestine Campaign 


Authorities Unprecedented Action 
ATMOSPHERE POISONED BY NAZI AGITATORS 


The police authorities last week issued an ordér prohibiting all 
money collections for the United Palestine Campaign conducted by 
the Jewish communities of Yokohama and Tokio, the Jewish 
Telegraphic Agency reports. -The leaders of-the campaign were 
invited to the Foreign Department of the Police Headquarters, where 
they were asked to provide definite proof that the money would not 
be sent to Moscow for the Communist International.

THE NATIONAL HOME IS AN IMPERIAL NECESSITY—this fact, so often stressed before, 
derives added weight from this brilliant article by one of the leading authorities

It is an 
area of water along whose shores he the terrtories ot 
powers. Some are divided from others by land frontiers, some 
are separated entirely and can be reached by each other by sea only. 
The sea is therefore a road across which those powers on its littoral 
ean move ther arnues; and it is a line of supply lor goods and 
materials required by them in war. It is also a line of communication 
of the British Empire. Let us consider these two aspects separately. 

The weight which Great Britain has been able to throw mto the 
scales in the European conflicts since the latter part of the seven- 
teenth eentury has been clue, when Mechterranean powers were ranged 
on both sides of the contestants, to her power to mtluence the military 
operations. “Command” of the Mediterranean has always played a 
lughly unmpertant part in those wars.

‘The movement of arnmes by sea between coinbatant States im the 
Mediterranean is no tess important under moderna conditions than it 
was in the past. A new factor has certainly amsen in the problem in 
the power to transter lighting forces by aur, evadmg the control which 
the power Commanding the sea can exercise. But though units ot 
this tornndable arm can move unhindered in thew fhght by forces on 
the sea, land forces and all that they require in the form of supply 
cannot be transported by air except ith comparatively small numbers 
ana quantities, The tons of stores can be carried only by ships. The 
fuel which those air forees themselves require can come in adequate 
quantities by ships, the mechanical instruments of warfare—tanks and 
transport, the heavy guns and, still more, their ammunition—can be 
moved by ships only. Thus, though the conquest of the air has 
provided channel of eommunication, it is a channel 
capable of supplying movement to a portion only of the fighting 
lorces. ol a Alate. 


Whatever, therefore, contributes to the acquisition of what 1s 
called “command”—that is, ability to use the sea as a means of 
nulitary and commercial ovement isa factor of high military 
Hnportanece, 

Winle the Mediterranean is thus an area in the very heart of 
Europe, the couunand of which exercises an influence on the ereat 
nuhtary operations in Southern Europe, it is also, as remarked earlier, 
it line of British communication. As a line of communication it has a 
dual service to perform, military and commercial. In a military sense. 
it# importance hes in the fact that it. furnishes the shertest and most 
speedy route by whieh military ferces can be moved between the 
Umited Kingdom and the British territories to the eastward of Europe. 
The uoportance of time in war is too obvious to make it necessary to 
labour Uus point. In order that they shall be able to move, there 
must be security throughout the 2,000 miles between Gibraltar and 
Port Said, and there must be security in the Suez Canal. <A hostile 
pewer occupying Palestine, having the use of its harbour at Haifa for 
units of war and its open flat spaces on the plains for aircraft,

their line of communication must be safeguarded. In the Weste: 
basin and in mid-Mediterranean these “base requirements are fullill 
by the Possession ot Gibraltar and Malta, provided, of COUrse, the low: 
detences are capable of affording protection to the new forms of attac’! 
against the fleets in those harbours, their storehouses and store ship 
their apparatus for repairs— docks and workshops—and the person 
of the establishments. 

In the Eastern basin there are at present no available bas: 
Three possible base positions suggest themselves, Alexandria, Cypru 
and Haita. Each possesses some integral advantage related to it 
position, and it 1s not improbable that the need for more bases than 
one, which was so strongly experienced in the War twenty years ag 
would be repeated, and that the use of all would be necessary. 

The supply of a fleet is another problem of naval warfare. | 
remarked earlier that the need of a fleet’ included the safeguardin:

Further Protests Against Partition 
GENERAL SMUTS'S INSPIRING MESSAGE 


The volume of protest against any form of partition of Palestine, 
such as is suggested in rumours of the findings of the Royal Com. 
mission, continues to grow. The latest to add their voices to it are 
General Smuts, Senator Royal 8. Copeland of the United States 
Senate, and Lord Marley. 


The following message was received from General Smuts at the 


inauguration of the Jewish National Fund Campaign in South 
Africa last week : 

“ We all wish most sincerely that the forthcoming report of the 
Royal Commission will bring about appeasement in Palestine with- 
out any derogation from the Mandate for the Jewish National Home 
which remains one of the outstanding settlements of the Peace 
Treaty. Not only South African Zionists but South Africans 
generally cherish the ideal embodied in that great international 
instrument, and will continue to give their unwavering support to 
it. And in proportion to their means, South Africans will continue 
to back up the policy which has become all the more necessary as 
immigration to other countries is being restricted; and Palestine 
‘affords the best outlet for oppressed refugees from other countries. 
The troubles of these times constitute a new and powerful argument 
in favour of Jewish settlementin the National Home and that policy 
calls for more support now than ever before.—J. C. SMuUTS.” 

Senator Copeland, speaking at a dinner given in New York by 
the Joint Distribution Committee and the United Palestine Appeal, 
said that the rumoured proposals were utterly impracticable. He 
declared that Americans bad a “ national responsibility " to support 
the Jewish National Home. 

Addressing the guests at a dinner in Washington given in his 
honour by the “ Ort,’ Lord Marley criticised British policy in Pales- 
tine and pleaded for the maintenance of the integrity of the Balfour 
Declaration | 

The Conference of the Women’s Division of the American Jewish 
Congress meeting in New York adopted a resolution opposing any

Higher Committee Reiterates Opposition 


Following a meeting held by the Arab Higher Commuttee on 
Tuesday, which was convened for the purpose of discussing the 
rumours about the partition of Palestine, the Commuttee issued a state- 
ment mm which they assert that the Arabs will not aecept such a 
solution as it is incompatible with the demands which they submitted 
to the Royal Commission and upon which they insist. The statement 
adds that Palestine is part of the Arab countnes.

Crime Statistics 


No Sign of Diminution 
A MURDER EVERY TWO DAYS 
[From our Correspondent JERUSALEM | 


In the course of a reply to a question in the House of Commons 
recently, Mr: Ormsby-Gore stated that hemous had _ greatly 
dwindled in. Palestine and that the position Was satistactory. It is 
of interest to observe the real facts as shown in official figures pub- 
lished by the Government Bureau of Statistics for the tirst quarter 
of this year. 

From January to March inclusive, there were forty-four murders 
and sixty-nine attempted murders. The majority of such outrages 
occurred m March, during which there were twenty-one murders and 
twenty-eight attempted murders. There was also a rise in the same 
month in the number of eattle thefts to sixty-six, in serious assault 
to 206 (from 150 in January), and in agrarian offences the figure 
remained the same for the three months at forty-six. 

Of unusual significance were the cases reported of people being 
in illegal possession of firearms. There were 102 such cases in March, 
compared with eighty in February and sixty-five in January. 

Faced with these figures, which are quotations from the actual 
police records, it would be instructive to know upon what premise the 
Colomal Secretary based his statement that crime in Palestine has 
diminished since the end of the disturbances last October. ‘There 
can hardly be another country in the world which, under normal econ- 
ditions such as are unputed to Palestine, reports forty-four murders in 
three months, or roughly one murder for. every 30,000 of population. 
Another way of looking at it would be that there was one murder about 
every two days during the first quarter of the year, and if attempted 
murders (the fatal outeome of which was narrowly averted, though 
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the ultimate intention was the same) were included, the incidence 
would rise to one such case in every cleven hours ef that period. 
The staternents made in Parliament about conditions in Palestine 
invariably fall far short of the truth. Obviously the Minster depends 
for his information upon the authorities on the spot, and it is 
sviuptomatic of the “hush-hush” policy which has been pursued since 


April, 1936, that such patently mdiculous methods are adopted to 
conceal the real state of affairs. 


Mufti Holds Up Jewish Motorists 


Searches Trippers for Arms 
A VERY QUEER STORY 


[From our Correspondent—JERUSALEM ] 


The most sinister devices are now being resorted to by the Arabs 
in the cause of political incitement. On Saturday last, a party of five 
Jews were returning from a car trip to the Dead Sea when the vehicle 
broke down just outside Jerusalem. While they were carrying out 
repairs, a car, in which was the Mufti, pulled up close by, and the 
Mufti and two attendants held up the Jewish motorists at the 
point of a revolver and searched both the trppers and 
car for arms. The police, to the surprise of everybody, have 
overlooked the Mufti's extraordinary behaviour and have issued 
two somewhat contradictory statements which attempt to explain the 
affair, One of the statements accepts the Mufti's explanation that he 
thought an attempt was bemg made to assassinate hun—an explana- 


tion which has been made the basis of wild charges by Arab news 
agencies.

If the Muftis explanation is true, his conduct in stopping hos 
ear and advancing towards people whom he belreved to be assassins 
was a little odd. Your Correspondent understands, however, that the 
Mufti has recerved numerous threatening letters lately from Arabs whe 
oppose his polhey. and it likely, therefore, that the shots which his 
party declare were tired On this occasion may have emanated from 
the guns of some of lus cisgruntled and unwilling followers.

“The New Criminal Code” 


Lecture by Professor N. Bentwich 
COMPARISON OF ENGLISH AND OTTOMAN LAW 


Mr. Norman Bentwich, Professor of International Relations in the 
University of Jerusalem, delivered a lecture on “The New Criminal 
Code of Palestine” at a meeting held in the Gustave Tuck Theatre of 
University College, Gower Street, W.C., on Wednesday of last 
week under the auspices of the Faculty of Laws. Mr. H. F. Jolowiez, 
Professor of Roman Law at the University of London, presided. 

In the course of his lecture, Professor Bentwich said that the 
British Mandatory Administration in Palestine early recognised that 
the Ottoman Code was not a suitable instrument of justice, and 
decided to replace it by a fresh and complete statement of the Criminal 
Law. But it took over tifteen years to bring those efforts to a con- 
clusion. Pending the more radical measure a large number of detailed 
changes were made in the Criminal Law by Ordinance. Immediately 
atter the Occupation, the Military Administration dealt with the 
subject of penalties. There were embarrassing provisions about 
minimum penalties and about the reduction of punishment in extenu- 
ating circumstances on a fixed and rigid seale. These were abolished. 
Che Military Administration abolished the penalties of confinement in a 
fortress and of banishment. It introduced also an Ordinance concern- 
ing the punishment of juvemle offenders, which provided for placing 
boy or girl delinquents im a reformatory and for the penalty of 
whipping. It was notable that the Ottoman Law contained no 
provision for corporal punishment, whether of adults or juveniles, The 
use of beating for the purpose of. extracting confessions of offences 
was all too common in the Ottoman regime , but their laws Cave no 
sanction to flogging or beating as a judicial penalty, 

Other sections of the Criminal Law ‘amended by the Civil 
Adminstration, continued the speaker, were those relating to offences 
acamMst women and to seditious oli neces, to intinudation, ana 
to perury. A more comprehensive amendment was made of the 
introductory part of the Code dealing with general principles such as 
the parties to offences, attempts, conspiracy, and the hke. But all 
the patching only served to show up the threadhbareness of the coat. 

In 1933, a new Criminal Law was published as a Bill in the Official 
Gazette of the Government. . Although Palestine had as yet no 
representative Legislative Council, and the High Commissioner enacted 
Ordinances after consultation with a purely official Advisory Council, 
opportunity was given for public eriticism of any legislative project. 
A Bill must be published in the Official Gazette, and so brought to 
the publie notice, and it could not be passed. into law until at least 
one month had passed from the publication. Important measures 
were, in practice, left open for criticism during a much longer penod, 
which sometimes ran into years. During that time the Government 
received proposals and suggestions from any individual or body, and

might take account of them in amending the Bill. Numerous criticisms 
were recerved upon the Draft Criminal Code, some from legal bodies 
inside and outside Palestine. There was considerable local objection 
to the wide extension of capital punishment for murder, which marked 
the English as distinct from the Continental system, and also to the 
introduction of flogging as a penalty for certam offences of violence. 
The criticisms. continued Professor Bentwich, were thoroughly 
examined, and after a long interval the Bill in a revised form was 
published again in September, 1936. There were many changes, though 
there was no accompanying note to explain them, This time there was 
much less comment, beeause most of the objections orginally made 
had been met: and at the beginning of 1937 the Bill was enacted with- 
out further change, and became part of the law of Palestine as from 
February in this vear. 


Mr. and Mrs. Ben-Zvi Return to Palestine 


The representatives of Palestine Jewry at the Coronation, Mr. and 
Mrs. Ben-Zvi, returned to Palestine on Tuesday last. They will spend 
« few davs in Paris on the way back in order to see the Palestine 
Pavillion at the Pans Fair. Speaking to a representative of THE 
JewtsH CHRONICLE at Victoria Station, Mr. Ben-Zvi said he was 
deeply inapressed by what he had seen here. -He was very pleased at 
the growth of the Zionist Movement since he was here last, but felt 
that there was room for still greater development. 

Mrs. Ben-Zvi. whose tirst visit to London this was. said she was 
rather overwhelmed by all she had expenenced during her stay, but 
nevertheless had spent a very happy tune. She, too, was unpressed by 
the strength of the voung Ziomsts here, and said she would carry back 
to Palestine hapyps memones of the time she had spent among ther. 


Effect of Strike on Arab Schools 


In the course of an article entitled. “The Influence of the 
Strike upon the Schools,’ MARAT AL CHARK, the Christian-Arab 
paper of Jerusalem, writes as follows: “The strike has had 
deplorable effects on the scholars, who have lost all respect for the 
masters and the discipline of the schools. The masters are unanimous 
in declaring that it will take at least five years of peace to repair 
the damage done in the schools by the strike.” 


Haifa Hospital Contract Awarded 


The contract for the construction of the C:overnment hospital 
in Bath Gallim, Haifa, at a cost of £100,000, has been awarded tothe 
Solel Boneh on account of the lowness of the bid and also because 
it undertook to employ an’equal number of Jews and Arabs. The 
plans of the hospital were drawn up by the well-known Jewish 
architect, Mr. Erich Mendelsohn. 


Land of Israel News Items 


THE Council of the League of Nations has appointed M. Augustin 
Giraud as French member to the Mandates Commission to fill the vacancy 
caused by the death of M. Francois Manceron. | M. Giraud was formerly 
Govenor of Trench Equatorial Africa, and is an expert on colonial 
questions.

Arab-Jewish Labour Co-operation 
From Professor NORMAN BENTWICH 


To the Editor of Tags Jewitsu CHRONICLE 


Sin,~-I note from your report that my remarks at the conference of 
the Zionist Federation of Great. Britain and Ireland on May 23rd about 
Jewish employment of Arabs in Palestine evoked strong criticism from Mr. 
Perlzweig and Mr. Ben Gurion. As I could not be present when they 
spoke, I should lke to make a few observations to explain my position. 

First, I would explain that, while advocating that Jews should 
employ Arabs, I did not mean that they should employ only Arabs and 
not Jews. I was pleading against the principle of ‘‘only Jewish labour.’’ 
I am not regardless of the aim that the Jews should engage in all manner 
of work, and should not be employers exploiting cheaper Arab labour. But 
the desirable thing is that Jews and Arabs work side by side in the same 
enterprises, securing the same wages and the same conditions of employ- 
ment for Arab as for Jewish workers. In that way they will rase the 
Arab standard of living and bring about one united body of workers. 
As it 1s said in the current annual report of the Palestme Economic 
Corporation : 

“It cannot be for the best interests of Palestine that there exist two 
mutually independent. economic systems, with two different standards of 
living. Closer econoniic ties between Jews and Arabs would help to create 
a better understanding and at the same time raise the standard of living for 
all. In thiS way the true potentialities of Palestine can be fully developed, 
and the country thereby enabled to support a much larver population,” 

It is sant that we must look at the results of Jewish employment 
of Arabs. Was it not in the port of Jaffa, where Jewish merchants 
employed Arab lghtermen and porters, that the trouble broke out in Apri, 
1926, and a number of Jews were murdered? ‘And on an earlier occasion 
of trouble in 1921 cid not the Arabs who had been employed as agnecultural 
labourers in Petach Tikvah join in the attack on the Jewish settlements? 
Yet in Jaffa last year one of the few relieving features was the conduct, 
of the Arab lightermen, who conveyed a number of Jews threatened 
by a wild mob to safety in Tel-Aviv; and as regards the events of 1921, 
it is pertinent to recall that in that particular case the employment of 
Arab agnecultural labourers had m it an element of exploitation, and 
«> was not cal ulated to establish good understanding. Against the 
incidents in Jaffa and Petach Tikvah there may be placed the loyalty to 
their employers last year of the Arah workers in the enterprise of the 
Potash Company at the Dead Sea and in the Nesher Cement factory near 
Haifa. Moreover, even if the attempts at co-operation failed at first, 
we should persist with them and avoid any step which would tend to 
widen the gay between the communities in the name of the specious, 
but dangerous, principle of “‘safety first.”’ 

Then, it is send, why should Jews employ Arabs when Arab employers 
do not-engage Jews and when the Government of Palestine grves thie 
preponderance ot publie works to Arabs’ As regards the Arab 
employment of Jews, it did exist in some small degree, particularly in 
building enterprises, before the latest outbreak of economre nationalisin. 
And we have to take the lead, because it is we who bring fresh enter- 
prises and are changing the character of Palestine, 1t 1s we who have the 
vreuter resources and the higher standards of living. The Government 
may be encouraged to give a fair proportion of puble works to Jews 
if it sees the Jews actively fostering a common interest among the 
workers. 

Again it is objected : should the Jews be better than the Poles and 
the people of other nations who will not give employment to Jewrsh 
workers? Unless the Jews in Palestine give the maximum employment 
to Jews, thousands of our struggling Chalutzim will have no chance of a 
livelihood. Why should we be asked to have a different morality from 
that of other peoples y At the risk of a charge of being both priggish 
and callous to the call of our kin, I reply that we have to uphold the 
high ethical standard of our tradition in economic relations with our 
neighbours. Our tradition and politieal wisdom, alike demand that we 
he concerned directly with the well-being of all the inhabitants of the 
country; and we must act now. 

It is an illusion to think that the Jews can pursue a policy of security 
through separation until they are equal, or nearly equal, in number with 
the Arabs and then seek to come together with them on equal terms. 


The time in which to strive for understanding and co-operation is always 


now. 

Lastly, I would say a word about a personal reproach that is made, 
that I should speak at this critical moment, because the enemies of the 
Jews will seize on my remarks and, as I held office in Palestine, will 
inake use of my views as a stick to beat Zionists. I should regret any 
such misuse of my statement. But 1t seems to me of the utmost 
unportance that we should preserve freedom of speech, The situation 
in Palestine will not be unproved unless there 1s free and frank discussion 
of the fundamental problems. The graver the crisis the more urgent is 
the need for fresh thinking.

Over 10,600 boys and girls had already been settled 
in Palestine, and there was in Germany a waiting list of over 1,000 
children,

hunted, harrowed and suffering terrible distress, “Save your 
children,” she urged, “ by giving what you can.”

THRE ORANGE INDUSTRY 


The orange madustry has had a bad season and is faced with considerable 
difficulties, Superabundant rains during the shipping season seriously 
impaired the quality of the iru, and prices were, ihn consequence, lower than at 
any time since the War. Many planters will, therefore, find it diffieult to 
work their groves during the coming summer months in an adequate way, 
and there exists as yet no certainty that, with new areas reachiny the fruit- 
bearing stave and a consequent mcrease in the volume ot our citrus export, 
prices will be materially better than those of the last season.

The Spies 


By AUNTIE 


HE portion of the Torah to be read in 
the Synagogue to-morrow is a very 
interesting one, containing as it does 
the story of the spies whom Moses 

sent to investigate the conditions in Canaan, 
preparatory to the proposed occupation of the 
country. The Sermptural account is obviously 
stamped with. the hall-mark of truth, and I 
do not think there Is any passage in the 
Pentateuch which is so truly human. 


A Minitrary PRECAUTION 


Moses was not merely the teacher and 
legislator of the Israelites, he was also their 
leader and general. He must be ranked in 
that capacity with the great military geniuses 
of Instory. He neglected no precaution for 
the safety and health of the troops under his 
command. The dispatch of the spies shows 
that he was going to take no risks in his 
dispositions for the conquest of the country. 
The spies brought back conflicting reports. 
While they were agreed as to the fertiluty of the 
country, of which they produced tangible 
evidence, they were divided as to the strength 
of the trmbes in occupation of the land. Ten 
of them contended that they were too strong 
to be conquered, that their physical prowess 
was so superior to that of the Israelites that it 
was hopeless to attempt to overcome them. 
Only Joshua and Caleb took the opposite view. 
They realised that other things counted besides 
physical might and urged that Israel was well 
able to occupy the country. 


WEEPING IN THE NicuT 
The Israelites, still weak in faith, accepted 
the adverse report rather than that of the 


lieutenant of Moses and his companion. “The 
people wept that night,” says Seripture. 
According to a Talmudic comment, this 


incident occurred on the night of the ninth 
of Ab, and the Almighty said to Israel: “Ye 
have wept without cause ; therefore will I 
appoint a weeping to you for future genera- 
tions,” and it was then that the destruction 
of the Temple was decreed. 


Tue REWARD oF FAIra 


We are told that of all the spies, only Joshua 
and Caleb entered the land. The others died 
in the wilderness. Faith meets with its reward. 
Cowardice is punished. And the people who 
allowed themselves to be influenced by the evil 
report were also deprived of the privilege of 
entering the country. They had not under- 
stood that, without faith and belief in their 
cause, nothing was possible; with faith in the 
Divine aid, everything was possible. 


A Dereat 

There followed a reaction indicating the 
fickleness of the people whom Moses was trying 
to control. They wanted to attempt a frontal 
attack. The Israelites had reached Kadesh 
on the southern frontier of Canaan, due south 
of the Dead Sea. It might have been possible 
to enter the country from that point, but Moses 
realised that in the then temper of the people 
and without adequate preparation the enter- 
prise was doomed to failure. He warned them 
against the undertaking, refused to lead them, 
and kept the Ark in the camp. The result 
was what he had foretold. The Amalekite and 
anaanite tribesmen swept down the mountain 
slopes and inflicted a severe defeat on the 
Israelites. The effect was that Israel was com- 
pelled to make a long detour eastwards and 
southwards before again moving northwards to

the east of the Dead Sea, finally to cross the 
Jordan opposite Jericho. That detour lasted 
some thirty-eight years. 


True History 

One final comment may be made on this 
story. It has been well said that one of the 
most telling pieces of evidence for the truth of 
the whole Exodus story is that a nation does 
not willingly derive its origin from a horde of 
slaves unless the facet cannot be concéaled. 
And similarly with this defeat, its historicity is 
incontestable. The late Mr. Harold Wiener, 
the Biblical scholar who was killed a few vears 
ago in Palestine, wrote: “In estimating the 
hustorical value of this story, “we must 
remember that no nation gratuitously invents 
or accepts accounts of defeats it has never 
experienced. If Hebrew history tells us that 
the Israehtes on attempting to enter the land 
they subsequently inhabited met with an over- 
throw so annihilating as to leave them too 
weak to do anything but wander helplessly in 
a wilderness for nearly forty vears thereafter, 
we cannot refuse it credence. The tendency is 
always to mimunise defeats, not to exaggerate 
them; and a story such as thus bears the hall- 
mark of truth.”
